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^ (57) Abstract: A method of determining the susceptibility of a human patient to gastrointestinal diseases such as IBS is disclosed. 
The method comprises detecting polymoiphisms in genes encoding the S-hydroxytryptamine transporter. Kits for carrying out such 
methods and methods of medical treatment of human patients are also disclosed
